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Realizing Value of Philippines, Editors Favor Retention | 





o cooaies in America’s perennial problem, its Philippines’ policy, has had a sharp 
recrudescence lately in both the news and editorial columns of the national press. 
Several factors have contributed to this; the tour of investigation which Colonel 
Carmi Thompson, acting as the President's representative, is now making throughout the 
islands; the speeches delivered recently at the Williamstown School of Politics by Senor 
Vineent Villamin, a Filipe lawyer, and Sir Frederick Whyte, former President of the 
Legislative Assembly of India, and the conversation which took place a short while 
#g0 between President Coolidge and Harvey S. Firestone, Jr.. wherein Mr. Firestone 
expressed his views as to the potentialities of rubber growing in the Philippines backed 
by American capital. As the United States consumes 76 per cent of the world’s present 
rubber output the prospects of a new and vast field for the exploitation of that com- 
modity is of vital importance to this country. This latest feature, however, but adds to 
our problem for it gives a handle to our crities to once more confound our altruism 
with our supposedly commercialism. A further impetus to the interest displayed by 
our editors at this time in those far off islands of the Pacific is the persistent out- 
cropping of rumors of the probability in the near future of General Wood's resignation 
as Governor of the Philippines and the equally persistent denials of the same by the 
President and other high authorities. 

The New York Herald Tribune (Republican) in a special cable dated Manila says: 

“Despite the agitation for immediate independence stirred throughout the Philippine 
Islands by political leaders for his special benefit. Colonel Carmi Thompson, now making 
a @yrvey of the islands fer President Coolidge, will listen, it is believed, to the counsel 
of Governor Leonard Wood in framing his recommendations regarding the future policy 
of America toward the Philippines.” 

The Herald Tribune's correspondent further states: 

“General Wood's views are specific. He holds that American sovereignity cannot 
tp relinquished as long as America proposes to maintain its commercial and political 
prestige in the western Pacific.” 

HE COLORADO Springs Gazette (Independent) sees in the independence of the 
Philippines a veritable fire-brand for in its view independence would be a “potential 
cause of a Far Eastern war” also, probably, civil war. It adds: 

“It" (the United States) “ought not to think now of Philippine independence on any 
basis. That is not a present possibility. Rather the policy should be to stress the 
need of friendly cooperation on mutually advantageous terms and to maintain an ad- 
ministrative attitude that will permit of no challenge.” 

The Arkansas Gazette (Democratic) comments on the speech of Senor 
Villamin at Williamstown in which he advocated self-zovernment under a Filipine con 
stitution and a Filipino Governor, but under the protection of American sovereignity,

“3. Period of service ind degree of train- 
ing. 
“The effective period (reckoned in days) 
of active service for armies recruited by 
conscription and the period of training for 
reserves provide valuable indication of the 
military effort made by a country, more 
particularly through their influence upon 
the expenditure of that country on argu- 
ments, and upon its economic situation. 
“Moreover, although the training condi- 
tions vary according to the physical apti- 
tudes and the standard of education of the 
men concerned, the length of the period 
of service undoubtedly affects in every case 
the degree of an army's training. 
“In this connection, account must be 
taken of the degree of training of beth in- 
dividuals and units. As regards the train- 
ing of individuals, the efficiency of the in- 
dividual as the result of the training is, 
generally speaking, directly proportional 
to time spent in training. In regard to 
units, the relative efficiency of units com- 
posed of the individuals of approximately 
equal training is in direct proportion to the 
amount of time spent in organizational 
training and in combined training in con- 
tradistinction to individual training. In 
consequence, generally speaking, individ- 
uals who have had six months or less 
training must be given a relatively lower 
rating than individuals who have under- 
gone longer periods of training, and simi- 
larly units which have had little organi- 
zational training, as such, must be given 
a lower rating than similar units which 
have had longer organizational training. 

“The period of service and the tendency 
to lengthen or shorten it, ought, therefore, 
to be included among the factors which 
must be taken into account when compar- 
ing the armaments of one country with 
these of another.” 

The views of the United States relative 
to standards of comparison for land arma- 
ments were set forth in the following state- 
ment: 

“Fer the purpose of arriving at a basis 
of comparison between the armies of dif- 
ferent countries, it is believed that the 
point ‘number and organization of effec- 

“ tives in peace-time with the. colors: degree 
of training; extent to whieh these forces 





1. Organization. 

“Generally speaking, organization as a 
factor in determining the efficiency of an 
army must be considered both from the 
standpoint of high command and staff and 
combat organization. For the purposes of 
comparison, high command and staff or- 
ganization should include the consideration 
of adequacy of numbers of personnel and 
their training. It appears obvious that a 
small personnel of little experience or 
training must be given relatively a lower 
rating than an adequate staff composed of 
officers who have had long exptrience and 
thorough training. 

“In considering combat organizations it 
is necessary to consider the peace-time ex- 
istence of larger units with adequate staffs, 
the amount of expansoin necessary for war 
services, the grouping of units, or their 
eadres, to facilitate mobilization or concen- 
tration, the system of replacements, and 
the method of utilization of trained re- 
serves. It is obvious that a skeleton or- 
ganization consisting of key men with an 
inadequate number of staff officers should 
be given a relatively lower rating than a 
unit thoroughly organized and _ trained, 
and which needs merely a varying propor- 
tion of replacements to be ready to take 
the field. 

11. Degree of Training. 

“In attempting to reach a _ basis for 
the comparison of the efficiency of the ef- 
fectives of two armies, the degree of train- 
ing of both individuals and organizations 
must be considered. As regards the train- 
ing of individuals, it is believed that gen- 
erally speaking the efficiency of the indi- 
vidual as the result of training is directly 
proportional to the time spent in training 
up to approximately 18 months, thereafter 
the relative increase in efficiency in train- 
ing is proportionately small. In regard to 
organizations, it is believed that the rela- 
tive efficiency of organizations, composed 
of individuals of approximately equal 
training, is in direct proportion to the 
amount of time spent in organizational 
training and in combined training in-con- 
tradistinction te individual training. In 
consequence, generally speaking, individu- 
als who have had six months’ training or 
less must be given a relatively lower rating 
than individuals who have undergone 
longer periods of training, and organiza- 
tions which have had little organizational 
training, as such, must be given a lower 
rating than similar organizations which 
have had longer organizational training.

needed for ordinary peace-time training.” 














The Secretary of War, in a letter to Sen- 
ator Wadsworth, advised the committee 
that he found no fundamental! fault in the 
existing law and for-economic reasons op- 
posed the suggested change at present.

Thus we have officers of each of the 
five services, with the same rank and 
length of service, doing the same duty, 
at the same time and place, and yet there 
is a great difference in the pay ef each. 

Nor does it matter that the wife of one 
officer may have an income of many thous- 
and dollars a year: she is automatically 
dependent upon her husband for support. 
He in consequence draws a greater amount 
of pay for exactly the same service as 
does another officer who has an _ invalid 
father or sister for whom he is obliged 
to maintain an abode.

“In cases where troops have been used 
in the past, the picture companies paid all 
expenses, and where danger to life and 
property were involved each individual was 
insured by the companies and indemnity 
bonds were furnished to cover the prop- 
erty used. This will, of course, be con- 
tinued in future if soldiers are used. All

HE RESULTS of the rifle and pistol

RENTAL ALLOWANCE RULING. 

Adding another Army officer to his long 
list of rental allowance victims, the Comp- 
troller General sustained a disallowance of 
$40 for rental allowance paid to First Lt. 
G. H. Vogel, C. A. C., U. 8. A., for the 
period during which he was on temporary 
duty as a member of the Coast Artillery 
Rifle team at Camp Perry in 1923, 

In making the ruling, the Comptroller 
pointed out that Lt. Vogel was assigned 
public quarters at Ft. Shafter, T. H., his 
it duty station. To uphold his 
the Comptroller stated: 

“Section 6 of the act of June 10, 1922, 
42 Stat. 628, which established rental al- 
lowance, provided that an officer on aotive 








duty should be entitled to rental allow- 
ance if public quarters were not avail- 
able; and it was held that under such act 
an officer occupying public quarters, who 
left his station on temporary duty or leave 
of absence was not entitled to rental al- 
lowance. 2 Comp. Gen. 399; 3 id. 323. The 
act of May 31, 1924, 43 Stat. 250, amended 
the 1922 act, retroactive to July 1, 1922. 
The War Department regulations promul 
gated thereunder by Circular No. 66, dated 
October 17, 1924, are to the effect that an 
officer who is assigned adequate quarters 
at his permanent station is not entitled 
to rental allowance until such assignment 
has been terminated under the conditions 
therein provided. A detail to temporary 
duty or the granting of leave of absence 
are not conditions authorizing the termina- 
tion of an assignment of quarters. On the 
facts appearing in this case, claimant was 
assigned quarters at his permanent sta- 
tion during the periods covered by his 
claims and no right to rental allowance 
accrued by reason of assignment to tein- 
porary duty and the granting of leave 
while on such duty.” 


U. S. A. INFANTRY SHOOTING. 

The inspection trip made recently by the 
Chief of Infantry. Maj. Gen. Robert H. 
Allen, U. S. A., served to greatly increase 
the interest of the various organizations in 
small-bore shooting. A number of out- 
fits have constructed small-bore ranges 
within convenient distances of their quar- 
ters as a result.

WHAT IS WRONG WITH FORT : 
LEAVENWORTH? 
Editor Army & Navy Journal: 

The idea of having to attend the Com- 
mand and General Staff School at Fort 
Leavenworth is still considered a ‘“‘bug- 
bear” throughout the service. 

A good many of the causes for this 
anxiety have been remeved but there are 
still some that remain. 

The course itself is now so conducetd as 
not to cause any offieer any serious trouble 
if he is willing to work and accept the 
theories put ferth. The policy of giving 
an “S”" for all satisfactery papers and «a 
“DU” for all unsatisfaetory papers has done 
more than anything else to eliminate the 
“eut throat’ competition. 

If the publishing in orders of all the 
“hener” and “distinguished” graduates 
was done away with, as was strengly ad- 
vocated by the clase ef 1925-26, the one re- 
maining cause of “cut throat” competition 
would be out. 

When the difference in ifines between 
the “No. 1" and “No. 150" in the class is 
only 6 per cent it is not apparent why 25 
per cent of the class sheuvld -be classitied as 
“sheep” and the other 75 per cent “goats.”

This is 
compulsory for a member of an officer's 
family and if you want any attention is - 
strongly advised for the officer himself.

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THE KEDUCTION OF ARMY PAPER WORK. 
OT FOR A long time have any War Department Regulations created as much com- 
N ment as did the issue of Army Regulations 245-10, relating to the reduction and 
simplication of paper work in the Army, as exclusively announced in the Army and 
Nuvy Jou 1 of last week. 

Although the new Regulations are not mandatory until October 1 next, Company

A Company Commander, in writing to the Army and Navy Journal this week in 
connection with the new Army Regulations said: “It was with the greatest of interest 
and appreciation that I and other officers at my post read the announcement in the 
Army and Navy Journal of August 7 that individuai. Company Commanders were at 
last to be relieved from the great burden of paper work which has’ previously been 
of them, and that the new methods would function both in time of peace and 
in time of war. 

“Linder the new Regulations, a Company Commander does not have to learn one 
methed of hendling reports and papers today, and then anotheF tomorrow in case he

sheind go into the field. The Adjutant General’s Office will certainly receive the blessings 
of every Company Commander in the Army for the excellent work it has accomplished 
The ne Regulations were the talk of every officer at the post, and I can assure you they 


were read with the deepest of interest and, 1 might say, with unfeigned pleasure.” 

In connection with the preparation of the new Army Regulations relating to paper 
work, it is intercsting to note that Col. Alfred J. Booth, A. G. D., Headquarters Second 
Corps Area, Governors Island, N. Y., who was relieved a few weeks since from duty in 
the A. G. O. at Washington by the*Manchu law, is entitled. to a very large share of 
preparation of the new Regulations, in addition to the board which handled 
such matters “It is not giving Colonel Booth too much praise,’’ say some of his fellow 
officers at the War Department, “when it is said that it is largely due to his efforts and 
energy in working the many details out, that the pamphlet, making such drastic and 
welcome changes in Army paper work, was finally consummated.” 3

LEGISLATION FOR ARM‘ WARKANT OFFICERS. 
MPORTANT legislation concerning pay of warrant officers of the Army -has been 
I recommended to the War Department. for submission to the next session of Con 
gress, by Chaplain John T. Axton, chief of chaplains, U. S. A., who was among the 
officers who ably championed the cause of the Army Field Clerks at the last session of 
Congress: 

A communication Chaplain Axten recently received from the Secretary of War re- 
garding new legislation said: 

“1. It is very desirable that mutters of new legislation shall be closed through 
the Bu of the Budget, where required, and be sent to the Chairman of the appro- 
priate Con ittee of Congress before the opening day of Congress, in order, if possible, 
to guin early Committee consideration and place on calendars. 





2 this end it is desired that you submit by September 15, 1926, drafts of such 
legislution as you may require, with full reasons which demand such legislation.” 

In reply ) the above letter, Chaplain Axton said: 

“On behalf of the warrant officers of the Army—four of whom are on duty in, and 
comprise the entire clerical force of this office—the attached draft of legislation is sub- 
mitted wii the recommendation that it be favorably considered and that every effort 
be mude to have it enacted into law. f 

= ‘he proposed legislation would restore to the warrant officers the longevity pay 
of commissioned officers which was given to them upon appointment and of which they 
were deprived by the Act of June 10, 1922. The Act of Congress creating the grade of 
warrant officer provided that they should receive the same longevity pay as commis- 
sioned officers; it was the most attractive feature of the new grade. and, I. believe, was 





the deciding factor, in many cases, in acceptine appointment. It was evidently the 
intent of ongress when creating the grade to make it as near like the commissioned 
grade as possible; the Act gave them every allpwance and privilege accorded commis 
siened officers The Act of June 10, 1922, gave them the same longevity pay as enlisted 


men 

“8. Under the present pay schedule some warrant officers will continue to serve for 
twenty-four years without increase in their longevity pay, then, upon retirement, will 
receive only 3.6 per cent more retired pay than they would have received had they not 
accepted the appointment as warrant officer; when they .accepted appointment as war- 
rant officer they received 23.6 per cent more retired pay than they would receive as 
enlisted men. It has been represented that by increasing the longevity pay of the Army. 
warrant officer 25 per cent it would be discriminating against the Navy warrant officer: 
there is no analogy because the Navy warrant officer has the opportunity for promo- 
tion to chief! warrant officer and later receives the pay and allowances of lieutenant 
senior 2 (equivalent .to that of a captain in the Army). 

“4. It is believed that the enactment into law of this proposed legislation, rectifying 
the obvious injustice, will do much to make content this loyal and earnest body of old 
soldiers, who, by their efficient service, have more than justified the consideration re-

The following, a draft of legislation which proposes to restore to the warrant offi 
cers of the my the longevity pay of commissioned officers, was sent to the Secretary 
of War in Chaplain Axton’s letter: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, That, hereafter warrant officers of the Army and 
Marine Corps, including warrant officers of the Army Mine Planter Service, shall re- 
ceive an increase of 5 per centum of their base pay for each three years of service up 
to thirty vears; Provided, that there shall be included in the computation all service 
Which is now ounted in computing longevity pay 





UNFAIR DEMANDS UPON U. S. A. RECRUITS. 

HE WAR DEPARTMENT has been somewhat stirred up over reports which have 
‘3 been duly verified, that very unjust demands have been made upon recruits in 

different corps areas relative to expenditures for uniforms. The result is that the 
War Department has sent the following communication to all corps area and depart- 
ment commanders: 

‘1. It has been brought to the attention of the War Department that a practice has 
grown up and is being followed in many organizations which requires recruits to incur 
an initial expenditure beyond their allowances and in excess of their first month’s pay, 
in order to outfit themselves to comply with orders issued by organization commanders. 

“” While the wearing of better than issue uniforms, purchased at the soldier's 
expense, is not prohibited by the War Department, it does most emphatically prohibit 
undue influence, coercion, or artificial or indirect pressure of any kind with a view to 
inducing the soldier to make such expenditure against his will. 

In the operation of the-recruiting service care will be taken that recruits be not 
misled in this matter. 

“4. Corps area commanders will issue appropriate instructions to carry into effect 
the foregoing approved policy 





DAMAGE TO HOUSEHOLD GOODS ON CHANGE OF STATION. 

NUMBER of adverse decisions have been made lately by Comptroller General Me- 
A Carl in regard to reimbursement of Army and Navy officers whose household goods 
have been damaged during the officers’ change of station. When the question has arisen 
as to whether or not the goods have been damaged in transit, the Comptroller has ruled 
almost invariably that there was no proof of the goods being damaged in transit. 

The latest case adversely decided is that of Capt. R. L. Greene, F. A., U. S. A., 
who submitted a voucher for repairing certain pieces of his house¥old goods damaged 
while being transported from Fort Ethen Allen, Vt., to Camp Stotsenburg, P. I. The 
decision was based on the Comptroller’s view that since the goods were hot in transit 
during the entire period no reimbursement could be made under law. In concluding, 
the Comptroller states: 

“& shipment is not in transit after arrival at destination, without reference to the 
cause of the officer's delay in removing it from the cusody of the Quartermaster to whom 
it was consigned.” 


MANY SERVICE AIRMEN ELIGIBLE FOR THE D. F. C. 

HO WILL get the Distinguished Flying Crosses authorized by the Army Air Act 

W for officers and enlisted men of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps distinguishing 

themselves by extraordinary achievements or heroism in aerial flights? Current 
gossip in aviation circles indicates that there are numberless flyers who will be entitled 
to the award. These airmen have never received decorations for peace-time achievements 
which equal the glory—attained by their fellow-flyers in war. 

It is generally conceded that airmen who have already been decorated by the United 
States will not receive the Distinguished Flying Cross in addition. The intent of the 
award is broad enough, however, to include airmen recommended for war decorations 
who did not receive them. 

The General Staff fs studying the provisions of the Army Air Act and it is believed 
that when the question of decorations is reached, a board will be appointed which will 
review the records of Army fliers from April 6, 1917, on, with the purpose of preparaing 
a list to be submitted to the President by the Secretary of War. 

The consensus of opinion is that the following Army airmen should be among those 
recommended: 

First Lieutenants Russell L. Maughan, “Dawn-To-Dusk” trans-contintental flyer; 
Oakley G. Kelly and John A. Macready, holders of the duration and distance flight 
records made in 1923; Arthur G. Hamilton, who made a record-breaking parachute jump 
in 1921; E. E. Harmon, who set a Minevla-Washington flight record; Charles B. Austin, 
who crossed the Gulf of Mexico in a land plane; J. H. Doolittle, V. E. Bertrandais, G. C. 
McDonald and Cyrus Bettis, Army “speed aces.” . 

The heroic attempt of late Cadet William Point, U. S. C. C., son of Col. W. H. 
Point, L. S. A., to save Maj. W. L. Moose, jr., U. 8S. A., his instruetor, when the Army 
plane in which they were flying crashed June 22, 1926, and took fire, is concerned as 
making him eligible for a posthumous award. Officers are heartily in favor of recogniz- 
ing Cadet Point’s gallantry. 

The Navy Department has taken no action, as far as can be ascertained, to draw 
up regulations pertaining to award of the D. F. C. It is thought that when Secretary 
Wilbur returns the matter will be called to his attention and that he will probably 
-onsult Assistant Secretary of Aviation Warner with a view of securing a list of Navy 
ind Marine Corps airmen entitled to the award. 

In the Navy, among others, the names of Comdr. John Rodgers, commander of. the

POPULARIZING RELIGIOUS SERVICES IN THE ARMY. 

OL. FRANK C. BOLLES 30th United States Infantry, on duty at the Presidio of 
( Sun Francisco, has introduced a very popular method of holding religious’ services 
in the training program of the regiment. The exercises are given under the 
direction of Chaplain John R. Wright, and the War Department learning of the great 
success of the plan, has, it is understood, instructed Chaplain Wright to send the detaits 
of his method to Colonel Axton, Chief of Chaplains. at Washington, D. C., in order that 

the scheme may be possibily put into effect throughout the Army. 

Unlike many foreign armies, the United States Army does not compel attendance 
at religious services, but Chaplain Wright has: made his services so attractive, that the 
percentage of voluntary attendance of the soldiers at the Presidio church. services is 
probably higher than that of a like number of civilians. 

Last year’s attendance at religious services at the Presidio was 10,570, while the 
total number of worshippers in the Army was about 1,400,000 according to the Chief 
Chaplain's report. 

With the arrival of Chaplain Edward E. Lane, at the Presidio, who becomes Post 
Chaplain, there are now four chaplains, representing as many denominations, on duty, 
there. They are: Chaplain John R. Wright, Methodist; Chaplain Edward E: Lane, Dis- 
ciple of Christ; Chaplain Elmer Ek. Huset, Lutheran, on duty at Letterman Generaj 
Hospital and Chaplain William J. Ryan, Catholic, at Fort Winfield Scott.

Considerable comment has been aroused 
among Army warrant officers concerning 
the bill to increase their pay for length of 
service reported in these columns in our 
last issue to have been drawn by the War 
Department. The Army warrant officers, 
xenerally, feel that whether that bill is 
advocated and caused to be introduced in 
Congress, at its coming session, by the 
War Department, or the bil lintroduced 
in the House on June 28, 1926 (H. R. 13, 
116), is supported by the War Department, 
they shall be satisfied, inasmuch as either 
bill will, if enacted, have the same effect. 
It is emphasized that a long time has al 
ready elapsed since the enactment of the 
pay act of June 10, 1922, whereby warrant 
officers of the Army were deprived of the 
pay for length of service to which they 
were theretofore entitled and which they 
were theretofore drawing, and it is hoped 
that the War Department, realizing the 
hardship imposed, will support the John 
son bill. 

Some apprehension is felt among war 
rant officers that in the approaching ses- 
sion of Congress very little legislation, 
aside from the regular appropriation bills, 
will be enacted and therefore, they are 
urging the War Department to support it 
vigorously and stress the necessity of its 
enactment. It is argued by warrant offi- 
cers, that the War Department should 
lose no time in obtaining the approval of 
the Bureau of the Budget, and in impart 
ing to Congress that approval, in order 
that the bill may be enacted early after 
Congress shall have gone into session 
Otherwise it might be caught in the rush 
of business, which usually prevails during 
the last month of the short session, and be 


lest during the present Congress. This 
would be unfortunate as another year or 
more must necessarily elapse before any 


such law may be enacted, which means an 
indefinite continuation of the hardships 
that Army warrant officers are now under- 
going.

School, Fort Leavenworth, Kans.—a. 
Honor graduates Approximately 10 per 
cent of the class, in order of merit from 
the head of the class, will be designated 
as Honor graduutes” and each will. be 
borne upon the Army Register as “Honor 
graduate, The Command and General Staff 
School, 192 * The exact number of honor 
graduates in each class will be determined 
by the faculty board. 

b. Distinguished graduates. Approxi- 
mately 15 per cent of the class, in order 
or merit beginning with the student next 
below the honor graduates, will be desig 
nated as Distinguished graduates” and 
each will be borne upon the Army Reg- 
ister as “Distinguished graduate, The Com- 
mand and General Staff School, 192—.” 
The exact number of distinguished gradu 
ates in each class will be determined by 
the faculty board, but the aggregate num 
ber of honor and distinguished graduates 
will not exceed 26 per cent of the class. 

ec. Graduates All other students of the 
class whose work has reached the standard 
required for graduation by the regulations 
for the general service schools will be des- 
ignated as “Graduates” and each will he 
borne upon the Army Register as ‘“‘(tiradu- 
ate. Th Command and General Staff 
School, 192—.” 

d. Groups.—Fer publication, the gradu 
ates will be divided into groups in accord 
unee with the classification authorized in 
subparagraphs a, b and ¢ above. Within 
each group the names will he arranged 
alphabetically The classification is in- 
tended by the War Department to be 
solely a recognition and reward for excel- 
lence of performance as a student. 

3. Efficiency reports.—At the conelusion 
of a course at any of the general service 
schools the commandant will submit to 
the War Department in case of each stu 
dent an Efficiency Report (W. D., A. G. O. 
Form No. 67). Under “Remarks,’a state- 
ment will be made of the qualifications of 
the officer and the special employment for 
which he appears to be fitted.

Shall the prudent man 
not be on guard against its assault?— Wisdom of the Sage. 


LET US HAVE PEACE. 


ET US trace the course of recent events in connection with the effort to compel the 
L American people to cancel the European debts, war and post-war. Winston 
Churchill made a speech in Parliament alleging that the United States only had 
benefited from the moneys loaned to Great Britain, and, inferentially, the other powers, 
to which we flung wide open the doors of the Treasury. Secretary Mellon wrote a pri- 
vate letter, unfortunately made public, in which ne demonstrated the incalculable ad- 
vantages the loans had afforded to the British Government. Then the extinguisher was 
put on Mr. Churchill and Mr. Mellon. Of course, the former and the latter had their 
defenders, and these seized the opportunity to throw more oil on the embers of hate. 


Mr. Churchill knew that his speech would be a spark to start the flame on the 
continent. He knew that Great Britain was certain to profit from any concessions 
wrung from the United States, or any difficulties in which we might become embroiled. 
Detestation of America necessarily is injurious to American trade. So, if we could dig 
deep into Mr. Churchill's mind, we probably would find a smug realization that what 
he had expected had come to pass. 


Now let us cross the Channel. M. Caithaux during the winter months had told 
us to beware, but until Mr. Churchill spoke no one paid much attention to the warning. 
Then came Marshal Foch, who made no secret of his belief that war may come unex- 
pectedly from any quarter at any moment. M. Clemenceau, the aged “Tiger” of France, 
now re-proclaims her independence, stigmatizes the United States as a traitor to the 
powers with which it was asseciated during the war and describes the divergences 
between the United States and her former associates as gravely threatening the future of 
the civilized world. 

Of course, Clemenceau never forgave the United States Senate for refusing to 
ratify the Versailles Treaty, and, above all, the security pact for France which he and 
President Wilson negotiated. So, the venom with which his pen was tipped. But the 
worst consequence of his diatribe is its appeal to the selfish interest and patriotic pride 
of the French people. To say that France is not for sale, or that we are trying to 
Ottomanize her, is not merely false, it is a flagrant effort to intensify the hatred directed 
ugainst the United States. And hatred is a living swerd, which seeks constantly the 
opportunity to thrust itself into the object's breast. 


There is but one power which can cause that sword to withhold the thrust. Fear! 
Fear of ‘America’s strength. It is not enough that our strength be potential. It must 
be fashioned into «a buckler which those who contemplate striking it will know will not 
merely resist their blows but will break the weapons used against it. Under such 
conditions, the waves of hate which are striking our shores will return to the sinister 
depths from which they started—and we will have peace. 


A DEBT THAT SHOULD BE PAID. 


HE WIDOWS and orphans of the herves of the S-51 will file claims for damages 
against the corporation whose ship destroyed the submarine. They will do so 
independently of the suit for damages which the Government will institute. The 

Government will not sue for the bereaved of the victims. That must be done by their 
own act, 

It seems to us that, while this may be legal, it is a decision which should be 
disregarded, at least to the point where the Government would lend its active aid to 
the claimants. We are assured all the information available will be turned over to the 
attorneys for the claimants, provided, and when, it is not prejudicial to the interests 
of the Government. ° In this case, however, the interests of the Government and of 
the claimants are identical. Moreover, it would be far better fer the Government to 
forego the amount of damages it expects to receive in order to enhance the chances 
of the claimants, many of whom have had their means of livelihood cut off or sharply 
curtailed. We urgently commend this reasoning to the consideration of the Depart- 
ment of Justice in whose hands the matter, so fur as the Government is concerned, has 
been placed. 

The claims in connection with the loss of the S-51 will be based upon the negligence 
of the owners of the City of Rome. While the disaster at Lake Denmark is not parallel 
in any sense, it is our view that in u case of this kind, as in that of the submarine, 
adequate compensation should be paid to the living, who have suffered irreparably by 
the death or maiming of the victims. The mere pittance which the Government is 
permitted to give means slow starvation. Think of the circumstances: Men, caught in a 
trap, from which they made no effort to escape, but, on the other hand, with no 
thought of self, they made heroic efforts to save, what—Government property! The 
Government holds that risk is inseparable from service in the Army and Navy, and 
that those who don the uniform do so with their eyes open and with a knowledge of 
what compensation they or theirs will receive in case of injury or death. True. 
But it seems to us there is a higher law which should be applied in exceptional cases, 
and that Congress should recognize the responsibility which rests upon the Govern- 
ment. In our judgment, the War and Navy Departments should take up with Congress 
the question of a revision of the compensation and pension acts, to the end that the 
living condition of the bereaved may be more adequately alleviated. 


NOT TOO POOK TO BUILD SHIPS. 


Win: the French Government is telling the world of its poverty and coupling with 
the repeated declaration assertion of the purpose to pay the national debt within 

. ~ the limit of its capacity, the Chambre des Deputes is appropriating for the execu- 
tion of the French naval program. Our Paris correspondent advises us that authority 
has been given te commence immediately the construction of the fellowing men-of-war: 


Cruiser, 1; destroyers, 3: torpedo beats, 4: cruiser submarine, 1: Ist class sub- 
marines, 5; submarine mine laver,.1: school-ship cruiser class, 1. 

The vessels will be completed in 1929. 

According to the Government statements, the French naval policy is based upon 


peace in Morocco and the security of Northern Africa. 


The contiruance of submarine construction doubtless is concerning Great Britain, 
which is seeking at the Geneva disarmament conference to bring about the abolition 
of the submarine, and Moussilini, whose efforts to make the Mediterranean an Italian 
Lake, while still of words, are yet arousing the suspicion of those nations which have 
large and important interests in and on this closed sea,

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ACTIVITIES OF THE ORGANIZED 


RESERVE 





Believes Reserve Officers Should 
Get a Uniform Allowance 
By a Reserve Officer. 
HOUSANDS of Reserve Officers actu- 
ated by patriotism, despite their busi- 
ness obligations as busy citizens, are giv- 
ing largely of their time without any com- 
pensation to the cause of National Defense. 
They use every effort to keep fit profes- 
sionally for the discharge of their emer- 
gency duty. They furnish and pay for 
their own uniforms and equipment and the 
only compensation they receive from the 
United States Government is two weeks’ 
pay when they are in camp. 

There is a heavy financial burden im- 
posed on the Reserve Officer for which 
Congress has not made any adequate al- 
lowance. It is only just that some ar- 
rangement be made whereby Congress 
should bear a part of the burden at least 
of reimbursing those officers who take an 
active part in their duties, part for the 
expenses to which they are put for uni- 
forms and equipment. The work of get- 
ting appropriations for the Organized Re- 
serves has been extremely difficult, and 
although moderate estimates for appro- 
priations have been requested from Con- 
ress, these estimates are always pared 
down, 

Under the appropriations made only 
about one-sixth of the Reserve Officers 
can be trained for 15-day periods. The 
Organized Reserves is a part of the Army 
of the United States, and is placed therein 
by act of Congress. There can be no ade- 
quate National Defense, however, unless 
Reserves receive the necessary training 
and support, 

A special study of what it is possible 
to secure from Congress in the way of get- 
ting appropriations for uniforms and equip- 
ments for Reserve Officers, has been made 
of which the following is a summary: 

“There are 103,829 Reserve Officers on 
the roll. From this number 7,510 Na- 
tional Guard Officers who receive uniform 
allowances by law through their respec- 
tive States. There are also 3,000 Regular 
Army Enlisted Men holding Reserve com- 
missions, who receive uniform allowances. 
This leaves approximately 93,000 Reserve 
Officers who have to purchase uniform and 
equipment at their own expense. To sup- 
ply 93,000 Reserve Officers with uniforms 
and equipment would run up into a cost 
that would be prohibitive, especially in 
time of peace, and Congress probably would 
not stand for such an expense. 

“It seems that a more consistent and 
logical plan would be to provide all Second 
Lieutenants newly commissioned from the 
hk. oO. T. GC. and CC. M. T. C. with uniforms 
and equipment. Many Reserve and Army 
Officers favor this plan. Large numbers 
of these young men are not well off finan- 
cially and after finishing their courses in 
the R, O, T. C. or C. M. T. C. instead of 
joining the Reserve they simply keep out 
of it, and their valuable services are lost 
after the Government has expended con- 
siderable money on their instruction. 

“As there are some 5,000 young men who 
graduate from the R. O. T. C. and CC. M. 
T. C. as Second Lieutenants every year, it 
would be possible, if Congress appropriated 
the money, to provide uniforms and equip- 
ment at say $60 per man, provided a large 
order was given for the same, or the cost 
might be even a little less than $60. Even 
the modest amount of $60 for some 4,200 
R. O. T. C. and 800 C. M. T. C. Second 
Lieutenants would run up to $300,000, but 
this is a sum Congress might be willing 
to allow. There have been all kinds of 
plans considered officially and otherwise, 
but this appears to be the logical one. 

“There are large numbers of Reserve 
Officers of the upper grades, well off finan- 
cially, who would not want the Govern- 
ment to furnish their uniforms and equip- 
mient. The Officers of the higher ranks are 
gradually dropping out and in a few years 
they will be hard to replace. 

“What the Organized Reserves needs is 
an influx of these young men from the 
kh. O. T. C. and the C. M. T. C. to fill up 
the Reserves, and in due time be qualified 
te replace Officers of higher rank. This 
can only be done by offering the young 
men in question inducements to join the 


Organized Reserves instead of drifting 
away from it. All the European powers 
allow uniform allowances to their Re- 


serve Officers and the U. S. Naval Reserve 
allows a uniform allowance. 

“By all means let us see what can be 
done towards retaining’ the valuable serv- 
ices of the Second Lieutenants who grad- 
uate in the R. O. T. C, and the C. M. T. Cc.”

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Health of U. S. Navy Improved 


By Preventive Medicine Division 





5 hens trend of present-day medicine is to- 
ward disease prevention, and in order 
to show results in this direction it be- 
comes necessary to have a true diagnosis, 
accurate data regarding the incidence of 
disease and the circumstances under which 
it occurs. In the Navy the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery is making every 
effort to apply the principles of preventive 
medicine to the service personnel. 

A record is required from the medical 
officer of all cases of disease or injury even 
though the disability may not involve loss 
of time. A careful check is made of each 
report received in order that the accuracy 
of the final statistical data may be above 
question. 

The division of Preventive Medicine in 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery is as- 
signed to this task. Lt. Comdr. G. R. 
Phelps, Medical Corps, U. S. Navy, is in 
charge of this division, and under his su- 
pervision great progress has been made in 
accumulating data and disseminating in- 
formation bearing on disease and accident 
incidence and prevention. 

A certain amount of sickness and acci- 
dents are unavoidable. This is known in 
“expected rate 
of sickness or accidents."’ While it is not 
possible to definitely fix this expected rate, 
records kept over a long period of years

give a very good general idea regarding 
disease incidence of the future, and indi 
cate in a general way where preventive 
measures may be taken. 

In the case of accidents, data is collected 
and analyzed in order that a clear picture 
of the causes and circumstances surround- 
ing the accident might be apparent and 
that measures may be instituted which 
will avoid a recurrence or lower the inci- 
dence of this particular type of accident. 

Approximately 10 per cent of admissions 
to the sick list in the Navy are for acci- 
dents and injuries. During 1924 between 
15 and 20 per cent of all injuries charged 
against the health of the Navy were in- 
curred while men were away from naval 
jurisdiction, either on leave or liberty. 
During the same year only 52.4 per cent 
of admissions for injuries or poisonings 
were connected with the performance of 
naval duties. 

Every report of an accident is carefully 
reviewed and the’ responsible factor, 
whether faulty safety device, defective ma- 
terial, or neglect on the part of some in- 
dividual is determined. 

Responsibility for accidents is placed 
under one of the following headings: 

1. Negligence on the part of the injured 
person. 

2. Negligence of other persons. 

3. No apparent negligence.

The death rate in the Navy compures 
favorably with that of civil life, particu. 
larly when we. consider the hazards to 
which the personnel of the Navy is nec+s- 
sarily exposed, The death rate for all 
causes for the entire Navy during 1%24 
was 4.18 per thousand, whereas the death 


rate per thousand for civil population for 
the same age groups of white males wis 
8.991 per thousand. The 1924 mortality 
Statistics for the registration area of the 


United States are the latest available 

The death rate for 1925 for the entire 
Navy was 3.60 per thousand which is con- 
siderably lower than the rate for 1924 
The death rate for officers only during 
1925 was 7.22 per thousand, whereas the 
rate for Officers during 1924 was 5.10 per 
thousand. This higher rate for 1925 was 
due to the loss of the airship Shenandouh 
and the submarine S-51. 

The death rate of officers on the active 
list of the Navy compares very favorably 
with the civil population in the registra- 
tion area for the United States. When 
compared for each age group with the 
white male population during the year 
1924, the rates are as follows:

INFLATION TIME REDUCED. 

It now takes from five to ten seconds to 
inflate air boats, a demonstration of the 
Airship Corporation in Washington — has 
shown. The new method. for inflating air- 
craft (inflatable boats) was demonstrated 
at the Naval Air Station, Anacostia, D. C. 

The usual inflation has been done for- 
merly with a hand pump, but in order to re- 
duce the time required, a bottle of CO2 
gas is used The gas is contained in a 
small cylinder attached to the aircraft by 
a short hose and by merely turning a valve 
the boat is rapidly inflated. The CO? is 
under a pressure of about 1,000 pounds 
and only sufficient quantity is contained 
in the bottle to inflate one airaft. For the 
standard size boat a pound and a quarter 
bettle is used. The bottles may be weighed 
in order to determine the amount of gas 
contained as a means of checking against 
ible leakage.

THE FINANCIAL DIGEST 


By a Market Expert. 


Here is an interesting statement from. 


-the American Exchange-Pacific -National 
Bank of New York: 
“Readers of the business weather will 


do Welt if they consider the effect of new 
business practices upon the validity of 
the forecasts indi¢ated by the accepted 
business barometers. As has recently been 
demonstrated, the infallible barometers of 
a few years ago have ceased to be in- 
fallible—the glass indicated major disturb- 
ances, but the general weather continued 
fair and warmer. The truth about the 
so-called business barometers is that they 
are not, in «a general sense, barometers 
at all. , 

“Almost any market can over-reach and 
be called upon to pay the penalty of its 
eagerness without seriously affecting the 
general situation. The slightest pressure 
from any direction formerly sent the en- 
tire house of cards tumbling. But this no 
longer happens. It does not happen even 
though the psychological factor, that is, 
a still fairly general belief in the infalli- 


bility of the business barometers, con- 
tinues to favor a tumble. 
“On the face of things, the ability of 


the general business situation .to resist 
the unfavorable influence of impdired con- 
fidence is the most remarkable feature 
of the new stability, but actually this 
feature o fthe new stability, is net re- 
markable at all—it is a natural consequence 
of the new. business practices. Where 
there is no explosive, there *can be no 
explosion—where stocks of goods are low, 
just a little ahead of the consumptive de- 
mand, and credit conditions are seund, 
even a lack of confidence in the situation 
will not major reaction. 

“Recent experience in these matters calls 
for extensive revisions of accepted ideas. 
The business man who makes a. study 
of practices in 1926 in. comparison with 
those of 1920 will fortify himself against 
the worries which usually accompany 
periods of disturbance, even when the 
disturbances are minor in character. In 
addition to being better organized and 
controlled, the productive machinery of the 
country is mere nearly fully employed, 
and at the rate of expansion of demand 
for goods that hus been in progress of 
late, the day is not far distant when the 
country will have to add-to its facilities 
even in the industries that have long been 
regarded as over-equipped. However, new 
processes and methods are increasing pro- 
duction witheut adding greatly to capital 
investment.”
